SUFFER VERBAL ABUSE 


Urgent care team shouted 
at by families of patients 
for enforcing Covid rules 


PATIENTS attending Skelmersdale Walk-In 
Centre and West Lancashire Urgent Treat- 
ment Centre in Ormskirk are being asked 
to be mindful of the ongoing Covid-19 reg- 
ulations in healthcare settings after staff 
suffered verbal abuse. 

Over the past few weeks, the urgent care 
team has experienced verbal abuse from the 
families and friends of patients turning up to 
sites and expecting to be given access as a 
group. 

The current guidance states that, within 
health and care settings where patients with 
suspected or confirmed respiratory infection 
are being cared for, social distancing should 
remain at two metres. 

This means there is limited space in the 
centres and this must be prioritised for 
patients. 

Elaine Wilson, head of urgent care at Virgin 
Care in West Lancashire, which runs the

centres on behalf of NHS West Lancashire 
Clinical Commissioning Group, said: “The 
overwhelming majority of patients absolutely 
respect the current circumstances that we are 
in, and I do understand that some people are 
frustrated at the ongoing Covid measures and 
the anxiety that can be caused by having to 
attend the walk in centre alone. 

“However, the national regulations are in 
place to continue keeping our patients and 
our staff as safe as possible. 

“Our staff are always happy to help and we 
ask that everyone visiting the walk-in centre 


is mindful of our regulations when visiting.” 

Patients requiring urgent care are asked to 
contact NHS 111 before travelling to any 
centre, to help the team minimise any contact 
between those who are presenting with 
Covid-19 symptoms and those who are not. 

NHS 111 will refer people to the appropri- 
ate place for treatment - which could be the 
walk-in centre, Urgent Treatment Centre, a 
pharmacy, GP or the accident and emergency 
department. 

If residents need urgent care, 111 can book 
a timed appointment to avoid waiting times. 

@ People can contact NHS 111 First by visit- 
ing www.111.nhs.uk or by calling 111 if they 
do not have access to the internet. It is fast 
and simple and the easiest way to be sign- 
posted to the right service. 

@ For patients with Covid-19 symptoms 
who need to be seen by urgent care teams, a 
designated hub is in place at West Lancashire 
Urgent Treatment Centre to minimise the risk 
of transmission. 

@ If someone has Covid-19 symptoms, they 
should not travel to Skelmersdale Walk-In 
centre. 

This way of working also supports patients 
to stay as safe as possible during the Covid-19 
pandemic. 

@ Anyone with a life-threatening emergency 
should call 999 immediately.

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Giant mushroom farm set 
to go ahead after decision 
to refuse it is overturned 


Planning Inspectorate says 
changes to views would not 
be detrimental to living 
conditions of residents

A GIANT mushroom farm looks set to be 
built in Scarisbrick after a decision by 
the borough council to reject the pro- 
posal was overturned by the 
government’s Planning Inspectorate. 

West Lancashire Borough Council rejec- 
ted an application last year to construct a 
mushroom farm at Smithy Mushrooms 
Limited (SML). 

The development is proposed for land to 
the back of Bungalow Farm on Heatons 
Bridge Road and the building would span 
to around 17,561 square metres and 
would be around 26 feet high. 

The original planning application in 
2019 stated the proposal will provide 70 
local jobs. 

The plans were opposed by local resid- 
ents and Scarisbrick Parish Council who 
stated the development was “inappropri- 
ate in the Green Belt because of its size.” 

Council planners also stated that its scale 
“would result in significant visual harm in 
the landscape.” 

However, the Planning Inspectorate took 
a different view and Inspector W Johnson 
wrote: “Given the overall appearance of 
the proposed development and its height, I

do not consider that the proposed develop- 
ment would have a detrimental effect on 
users of Heatons Bridge Road or the canal 
footpath. 

“Although, local residents may experi- 
ence changes to their views, this would not 
be detrimental to their living conditions.” 

Mr Johnson added: “The proposed devel- 
opment would involve a loss of greenfield 
land but in considering the environmental 
role, this is balanced against its intended 
agricultural use and appearance. 

“There would be very significant benefits 


to the economic and social roles through 
the construction of the proposed develop- 
ment, the support of the existing local 
business and the generation of a notable 
number of job opportunities, available to 
those in the local community.” 

He concluded: “I conclude therefore that 
these are material considerations which 
mean that in this case the proposed devel- 
opment can be determined other than in 
accordance with the development plan. I 
therefore conclude that the proposed 
development is suitable for the site.”

‘What happened to our 
kitchens?’ ask tenants 
after council mix-up 


MP slams local authority 
after elderly residents 
removed appliances for 
work which didn’t start

WEST Lancashire Borough Council has 
been slammed by Rosie Cooper MP for a 
“thoughtless approach” to its kitchen 
replacement scheme, after elderly coun- 
cil tenants in Moorgate, Ormskirk, were 
told to unplug and move all kitchen 
appliances in readiness for work that 
didn’t take place. 

Residents were asked to remove items 
like fridge freezers, cookers and washing 
machines from their kitchens and were 
given dates for the start of the much- 
needed work to replace their kitchens. 

But the work did not go ahead on that 
date, leaving the mostly pensioner aged 
residents of Moorgate angry and frustrated 
as their appliances had already been dis- 
connected and moved to other rooms of 
their bungalows. 

Residents were left more confused as 
neither the council nor the contractors 
Liberty, could say when the works would 


take place, and both suggested the other 
were the reason for the delay. 

The council has apologised and has said 
they have experienced a delay in their sup- 
ply chain that has affected the delivery of 
the kitchen replacement programme. 

Rosie Cooper MP said: “It is ridiculous 
that the council expects elderly and infirm 
residents to be moving heavy items once, 
never mind back and forth! 

“When the contractors didn’t show up to 
undertake the work at his home, my con- 
stituent Samuel Warmington was sharing 
his living room with his fridge freezer and 
his microwave. 

“As he intended to replace his cooker, 
that was disconnected and put outside. 

“The council clearly has a big communic- 
ation problem, if neither they nor the 
contractors could tell the residents exactly 
what was happening! 

“Another resident whose work was due to 
begin on November 15, got a call on that 
day to say they may be a few hours late. 
She then got another call saying the kit- 
chen wasn’t actually ready to be installed. 

“This lady now has her microwave on the 
coffee table and kettle on the floor! 

“My constituent expressed dismay at the 
length of time the work would take. They 
can do much bigger jobs in a few days so I 
don’t understand why this will take this 


long. Haven’t they seen 60 Minute 
Makeover? 

“The council needs to improve their com- 
munications with their tenants and 
contractors and learn from this fiasco.” 

A spokesperson for the borough council 
responded: “Unfortunately, the council 
have experienced a delay in our supply 
chain that has affected the delivery of the 
kitchen replacement programme. 

“We would like to offer our sincere apolo- 
gies to customers that have been affected 
by this delay and can confirm we are work- 
ing with our contractor Liberty and our 
supplier Moores Group to resolve the issue. 

‘All affected customers were advised 
immediately of the delay and where kit- 
chen appliances had been removed, an 
offer was made to reinstate them. 

“However we recognise that some of 
those communications were given around 
the time of expected installation, which 
resulted in some frustration with customers. 

“We have since changed our process to 
now only confirm installation dates with 
our customers once the kitchen has been 
delivered. 

“These issues have led us to review our 
communications, we recognise an error 
was made in asking our customers to 
remove large items prior to works starting, 
and will now amend our systems.” 
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Dozens of weapons

ing knives. Knife surrender bins 
provide a secure place to hand in 
knives and yielded 870 knives in 
total. 

In the Southern division (which 
covers Preston, Ormskirk, Chor- 
ley, South Ribble and 
Skelmersdale) 191 knifes were 
handed in knife bins; there were 
21 weapon sweeps; 15 school 
education visits; police officers 
and cadets visited eight retailers 
to conduct test purchases; and six 
direct arrests were made.

STORM Arwen hit West Lancashire on Friday night 
causing disruption across the borough.

cashire Constabulary, Lancs Fire & Rescue Service & 
Electricity North West was put into action with meetings 
held across the weekend to discuss any impacts of the 
storm and subsequent actions. 

“Electricity North West (ENW) struggled to carry out all 
repairs both due to the weather conditions and also to the 
volume of faults they have had to respond to across the 
whole region and as of late on Sunday over 500 houses 
were still without power, but we have been advised by 
ENW this morning that all properties in West Lancashire 
now have power, apart from a couple of areas which we 
hope will be reconnected soon. 

“We attended a number of council homes to assess 
storm damage and then arranged repairs. 

“The gales led to the up rooting of trees, and structural 
damage to homes across the borough. In some parts of the 
country there were gusts of 100 miles per hour. 

“Lathom High School in Skelmersdale was closed yes- 
terday (Tuesday) due to having no power supply but has 
reopened today.” 

Police, who were assisting firefighters at a barn fire at 
Lowry Hill Lane, Lathom in the early hours of Saturday 
morning, issued a warning to residents on social media to 
keep windows and doors closed due to the high winds. 

Due to damage caused by Storm Arwen there was no 
power to Our Lady Queen of Peace Catholic Engineering 


College in Skelmersdale over the weekend. With no 
electricity, lighting or heating the school wrote in a let- 
ter to parents that it was “unsafe to open” on Monday 
(November 29). 

Students were told to work from home following 
their usual timetable and teachers also worked from 
home and were available on ‘Microsoft Teams’ during 
the scheduled lesson time. 

The school reopened yesterday (Tuesday). 

Also, in Skelmersdale a path leading from Birch 
Green to Asda was completely blocked off by fallen 
trees. There were other trees close by that were very 
unstable. 

There was also extensive damage to Tawd Valley 
allotments in Skelmersdale. 

On Monday Electricity North West said they had 
restored electricity to more than 83,000 properties in 
the North West. 

They added: “The treacherous conditions including 
strong winds and heavy snow have seen more than 700 
separate incidents of damage on the power network, 
leaving 93,000 properties without power at some point 
across the North West. 

“Repairs to the power network include removing 
trees from lines, repairing broken lines and poles that 
have been damaged by flying debris and fallen trees.”

“We understand the sheer 
panic and fear you were faced 
with that night but until you 
admit the failings how can there 
be a positive change?”

A SURGERY in Aughton has 
been recognised in the prestigi- 
ous Nursing Times Awards for 
its “innovative” work during the 
Covid-19 pandemic of holding 
‘video group clinics.’

‘made no mention of 
a new railway station’ 


Proposal slammed by two 
Labour county councillors 
as ‘lost opportunity to deliver 
regeneration to town’

COUNTY councillors have criticised 
the recently announced Integrated 
Rail Plan unveiled by the Government 
- commenting it makes no mention of 
the proposed rail station in 
Skelmersdale. 

The plan outlines the next stage in the develop- 
ment of the transport system for the North but 
Labour County Councillors Azhar Ali and Julie Gib- 
son, say it falls short of what was initially 
promised. 

Cllr Gibson said: “This plan promised us that Lan- 
cashire would have a 21st century transport system, 
a truly integrated system that would link the towns 
and cities across the county with the rest of the 
North. 

“What we have is a watered down version that 
promised so much but has just delivered disap- 
pointment.” 

She continued: “I was particularly disappointed 
that no mention was made of the proposed rail sta- 
tion in Skelmersdale. 

“Skelmersdale is benefiting from massive regener- 
ation, the town centre is being transformed and the 
whole town is flourishing. 

“The economic benefits of the train station cannot 
be overstated yet it did not merit a mention at any 
point during the document.

“The jobs and the regeneration opportunities that 
this plan could have delivered have also been lost as 
the Government continues to treat Lancashire and 
the North as a poor relation.” 

Cllr Ali added: “This plan promised so much but 
delivers nothing for the people of Lancashire. It is 
another example of broken promises that do noth- 
ing to fix our broken transport infrastructure. 

“The Prime Minister gone back on his promise to 
‘level up’ Lancashire’s towns and communities. 

“There was no mention of the Poulton-Fleetwood 
line, Skipton-Colne, much promised electrification 
of routes has not materialised and despite what 
local Tories try to claim, plans for HS2 to connect 
the North and the South have been scaled back or 
scrapped altogether.” 

He continued: “What we are seeing here is not a 
‘levelling up’ but a bulldozing of the north. The Tor- 
ies will look after their friends in the south but once 
again Lancashire and its neighbours lose out. 

“We asked for the Premier League and what we 
got was the Championship.”

out for the distinctive song of Cetti’s 
Warbler at Martin Mere 


While the winter sees a lot of bird activity on the 
mere, with the coming and going of thousands of 
swans, ducks and geese, the other parts of the nature 
reserve can seem rather quiet. That is until you hear 
an explosive burst of song from a small bird that sings 
from deep within vegetation. 


The bird in question is the Cetti’s Warbler; pronounced 
“chetty’s”. Its skulking behaviour and dark brown 
plumage, mean that, for many, it remains hidden at 
Martin Mere. This behaviour also allowed it to remain 
hidden from science until 1820, when the warbler was 
first described by the Dutch zoologist Coenraad Jacob 
Temminck from specimens collected in Sardinia. It 
was named to commemorate the Italian zoologist, 


Francesco Cetti. 


The Cetti’s warbler is probably benefitting from global 
warming, as its range has increased quite dramatically 
over the last 50 years. It breeds in southern and central 
Europe, northwest Africa and into Asia, as far as 
Afghanistan, but is spreading north. The bird is one 

of our most recent colonists, first breeding in Kent 

in 1972. However, there are now thought to be over 
2000 breeding males, with the majority of males in 
polygamous relationships with three or four females. 


At Martin Mere, there are around 19 breeding males. 


The Cetti’s warbler usually inhabits damp areas 
including ponds, lakes, marshes and rivers. While 

it is hard to see, you cannot fail to hear it when it 
announces itself with its very loud, distinctive song: 
“Whack whacky chippity chip, whacky chippity 
chip”. A walk around our reedbed walk will almost 
always result in hearing a number of the birds 
issuing this loud song. On the reedbed walk in 
winter, it may even be the only bird song you hear. 
In the last year, the birds have even started to sing in 


a couple of areas within our grounds. 


Although the call has a basic pattern, which allows 
us humans to identify them, it has been found that 
most birds have their own distinctive and subtle 
variation. The variations in song allow the male and 
the females in a polygamous group to recognise a 
stranger if it sings in the group’s territory. 


So, while you take a walk on the nature reserve this 
winter, keep an ear out for Cetti’s loud explosive 
song. You probably won’t hear the difference in 
songs but you will be surrounded by warblers 
telling each other to “keep off my patch”.

ers Week campaign to raise O'Neil, MP Rosie Cooper and Westgate store manager Brigitte. 


awareness of the threats and abuse 
faced by retail workers. 

Ms Cooper MP said: “It was a pleasure to visit the 
Westgate Co-op branch to meet the hardworking 
team and hear about the work they have been 
doing and the issues they face. 

“The pandemic has made an already challenging 
job harder, as shopworkers were often asked to be 
the referees of one-way systems, capacity restric- 
tions and face coverings. This has led to a spike in 
attacks on retail workers. 

“I supported amendments to the Police, Crime, 


Sentencing and Courts Bill which would have 
toughened up the laws against abuse of shopwork- 
ers. I continue to encourage the government to take 
up these proposals. 

“In the meantime, large retailers have a duty to 
protect their staff while they are at work. 

“Supermarkets should regularly consult with staff 
and their union representatives to ensure they feel 
safe at work, and take steps like improvements to 
CCTV or the provision of a security guard if they do 
not.”

they’re going to be. 

Our toy-toting friends up at the North Pole 
would never sanction anything thatd ruin 
the magic of Christmas, of course, but BMW 
has sort of managed that this week by telling 
petrolheads what present they'll be getting to 
mark the 50th anniversary of its M division 
- even though the big day isn’t actually until 
next May. Sorry to spoil the surprise, but it’s 
an estate version of the M3. 

Actually, BMW’s one of a couple of presents 
it’s chucking under the tree, nice and early. 
It’s also planning what it says is a “spectacular 
version” of the M4, which I'll be disappointed 
with if it’s anything other than a stripped-out 
successor to the wonderful M3 CSL of the 
early Noughties. It’s also planning a new all- 
electric model - which will have a synthesised 
V8-esque soundtrack, if its work on the i4 
is anything to go by - and to garnish it all, 
all M-badged models will have a special 
motorsport-themed roundel, rather than the 
BMW badge, on each wheel to really drive the 
point home. 

I reckon it'll be the M3 Touring that'll be 
doing the briskest business in the showrooms 
and with good reason. Youd think itd be 
as simple as shoehorning the M3 saloon’s 
mechanicals into the estate bodyshell, but 
Munich’s engineers have been working on

it for more than two years, and that’s largely 
because they know it'll have to beat the new 
RS4 Avant.

BMW's straight six will be more powerful, 
particularly if the Touring is offering in 
Competition form, and be offered with four- 
wheel-drive, but the killer question will be 
whether it’s more fun to drive. 

I know this is the automotive equivalent of 
discussing what you're getting for Christmas 
before Mistletoe and Wine has barely begun 
blasting out of the shop’s speakers, but it’s hard 
not to be just a little bit excited when one of 
the biggest names in performance motoring 
announces three new models at the same time. 
The only thing it hasnt announced yet is the 
key thing - the price, but I suspect it'll be 
rather more than the £66,945 that an RS4 
Avant costs. Still, at least BMW’s given me six 
months to save up...
